QaRATOOA, Sept. 21,—The story as to
how the Hon. Donald Cady Herrick of Al-
pany came to be selected as the candidate
tor Governor by the Democratia State con-
vention should be told. When the dele-
gates began to arrive in this beautiful
village on Sunday afternoon, they talked
of Stanchfleld of Elmira, Palmer of Scho-
harie, Ely of Niagara, Grout of Kings,
Herrick of Albany, Shepard of Kings and
(iaynor of Kings. There was incidental
talk of Mayor MoClellan of New York city,
but the Mayor'a friends quickly made it
known that he was not a candidate for
the nomination, and Tammany Chieftain
Murphy on his arrival here made the iron-
olad announcement, from which he never
departed, that Tammany would present
no candidate for Governor to the conven-
tion Mr. Murphy took this ground be-
cause he was well aware of the differences

which existed between his own organiza-’

tion and the Democratic organization of
Kings county, of which Senator Patriok
Henry McCarren is the leader, Mr. Murphy
was consistent and firm in his attitude on
thia matter, as he did not care to have
Mayor MeClellan regarded as a factional
candidate for the nomination,

Herein lay the weakness of Senator
MecCarren's poeition for Comptroller Grout.
The Kings county statesman,
wert ahead and built up considerable
girength for Grout, At intervals this
strength was dissipated, especially when
the country delgates got to thinking
that Grout, if nominated, would without
the slightest doubt be considered a factional
candidate.

Later on, George Foster Peabody joined
the conference, and atill later Mr. Mack and
cx-8enator Murphy went to Mr. Hill's
rooms and insisted that he should be
Present at the conference.

e conference did not break up until

Mo it will be seen that those who attendea
the conference were confronted with but
one situation—McCarren's strong stand
for Grout and Tammany Chieftain Mur-
phy's positive opposition to Grout. There
was no hope that the conference could ar-
rive at any conclusion, and at 2 o'clock
this morning it was decided to appoint a
sub-committee, whose dutiea consisted
of selecting the capdidate for Governor.
Mr. Sheehan, the presiding officer of the
conference, named Tammany Chieftain
Murphy, Senator MoCarren and himself
to be this sub-committee. The Tammany
Chieftain announced that Senator Dowling
would represent him on the sub-commitee.

Dowling, after the conference dispersed,
got their heads together and did dot go to
bed until sunrise this morning. McCar-
ren stood atmnf for Grout; Dowling, ut-
terly familiar with the stand taken by his
chief, remained firm against Grout, and
Mr. Sheehan had nothing whatever (o say
concerning the situation to his two con-
ferees. Mr. Sheehan has been in politics
long enough to know that patience and
silence are more effective and that very
often a situation will settle itself. So the
thrée went to bed and were at it again this
morning at 9 o'clock. ‘

The convention was to assemble at 11
o'clock, but it did not get under way until
long past noon. The delay was caused b
the failure of Mr. McCarren and Mr, Dowl-
ing to recede trom their positions. Both
were eminently polite to each other, both
were eminently firm with each other, but
they could come to no agreement. Finally
Mr Sheehan and Mr. McCarren got their
heads together, Senator Dowling retiring
for a breath of fresh air. Mr. McCarren re-
mained firm for Grout in his talk with Mr,
Sheehan. Mr. Shechan went over the ground
with Mr. MoCarren and told h m that a great
many count Democrata velieved
‘fan many Chieftain Murphy that Grout's
nomination would be_oconeidered
tional nomination.

Sheehan) would get up on the floor of the
convention and lead the fight againa} Grout
on the ground that Grout, in the estimation
of four-fifthe of the Democratic delegates
1o the convention, was the candidate of a
faction.

SKETCHES OF THE CANDIDATES.

Justice Herrick’'s Honorable Career at the
Bar and on the Bench.

Justice D). Cady Herrick, the Democratic
candidate for Governor, was born in Es-
perance, Schoharie county, April 12, 1846,
and {3 the son of Jonathan R. and Har-
riet Herrick. He was educated in the
public schools of Albany, whither his pa-
rents had removed in 1852, He was later
sent to boarding school and finished his
studies ‘at the Albany Classical Institute.
He then studied law with Gen. Lyman
Tremain and the elder Peckham in this
city and toeok a course in the Albany Law
School, from which he was duly graduated.
He was admitted to tho bar of New York
State in 1867. In tha law school he was
a classmate of the lete President  MeKin-
ley. From the time Gf his adwission to
the bar until 1870 he was cngaged
in the offices of Hungerford & Hotal-
ing, well known Albany attorneys, in the
further prosecution of his law studies.
In the latter year he entered upon an active
career 1n the practice of his profession in
Albany. He was one of the political lieu-
tenants of the late Daniel Manning, after-
ward Secretary of the ‘Treasury in the
Cabinet of President Cleveland, He suc-
ceeded Mr. Manning in the Democratic
State committee in 1885, an! to this place
he was successively electea until chosen
a Justice of the Supreme Court in 1891,

Judge Herrick first became prominent in

lession in his defense of the famous
Albany murderer, Emil Lowenstein, re-
ceiving the highest of praise for his power-
ful and eloguent appeal to the jury, from
the Judge, jury and the public.” Although
the prisoner was convicted, Judge Herrick

in the law. It was in 1880 that Mr, Herrick
formaily entered politics, when he received
the nomination of his party for District

he resigned the office of District Attorney
to accept the appointment of Corporation
(‘ounsel of the city of Albany, which office
he filled until 1891, upon his election as
Justice of the Supreme Court for the Third
Judicial Distriet, comprising the counties of
Albany, Rennsselaer, Columbia, Greene,
Schoharie, Ulster and Sullivan.

rick had been Corporation Counsol for three
terms, when he was chosen to the bench
for the full term of fourteen years. Of
his term as Supreme Court Justice there
remains for him to serve a year and five
months, |
In 1895 Justice Herrick was designated
as an Associate Justice of the Appellate
Division of the Supreme Court for the Third
Department. This was at the formaticn |
of this court. He resigned asx Associate |
Justice of the Appellate Division in 1000
and is now serving as a Trial Justice of the
Supreme (ourt. Mr. Herrick has been |
prominent in his party ever since his en- |
trance into politics « has been on in- |
timate terms of friendship with all of its
leaders, and his advice and counsel have
been considerad invaluable for many yvears
Before hig election to his present office
he was in demand as a camypaign speaker.,
Personally, he is known as an honorable,
straightforward man, inspired with a con-

Gardiner, Hazlewood and Ehlers were
nominated without any opposition, Mr,
Gardiner is Deputy Commissioner of Jurors
and the executive committeeman from
the Eleventh Assembly district. . He has
long been one of Mr. Woodruff's trusted
licutenants, ;

Mr. Hazlewood, who is to make the uphill
race against Senator McCarren, is a Green-
point lawyer and real estate dealer. Mr.
Ehlers, the nominee in the Ninth district,
is a rich retired real estate dealer in East
New York.

There were sharp and bitter contests
over the nomination in the Fourth and
FEighth districts, in the former between
John Doscher, Jr., and Eugene M. Travis,
and in the latter between Senator Marshall,
whose legislative career in the lower and
upper houses at Albany has extended
over aine years, and Charles Cooper.
